Iu the luientiflc record ot Harper's
Magazine, Norcniber, we find th
following: A recent German writer,
iu diftcufuing the general theory of
urea, aud the best method of prevent-
ing and extinguishing them, men-
tions various mineral snhgtaacei
which may be mixed with the water
employed' to give it much greater
efficiency.

Chief among these, in his opinion,
is common salt, and he maintains, ai
tho result of actual experiment, that
ono part of water containing talt
will have moro efl'ect than four with-
out Ho explains its action by
saying, that a saline solution ie less
readily vaporized than pure water,
and that it is not so easily decom-
posed into its constituent element of
oxygon and hydrogen, which of
course, tend to and produce
a still greater intensity of combus-
tion. Ho thinks that the salt itself
also, falling on hot coals, is dceom-ponc- d,

its sodium combining with
the oxygen ofthe water, but the hy-

drogen of the water which unites
with the chlorine of tho salt, and
forms a complete, incombutlblo gai,
which his a very favorable efl'ect in
deadening the flamo, and siding in
extinguishing the Are.

"Thorc is no danger of injury to
the fire appnratus, attendant upon
the use of salt water, provided it be
subsequently flushed with freh
water from fho bydrnut. Our author
advises that a supply of rock salt be
kept in bags in every engine houso, as
soon as a rirebicaks out that the so-

lution bo made. It is not necessary
to have such a solution saturated, as
a large percentage of water may be
added without materially directing
the cfliriency of the mixture.

"An important preventive of fire is
suggested in the coating of tho beams
anil timbers of newly built houses
with soluble glass, applying this in
several xucccssivo coats of a rather
dilute solution, to bo followed by a
final application of a mixture of solu-
ble glass and cement. Wood treated
in this way may bo exposed quite
close to the burning matter, without
actually taking tire."

One Hundred Years Ago.

One hundred and leu years ago,

"I smoking Injurious'." This is
an every day ijaestion apt to b put
by parent to their doctors. Bike
most broad questions of th kind, it
Involves far too many consideration
to admit f Irelnganawered by a plain
yes or no. A medical man, wh Iihn
long been a moderate smoker, and
watched th effect of th habit 011

himself and others, here offers what
he believe to be the trne answer to
the questiob.

First of all, there must beau un-
derstanding about the quality of the
tobacco to m smoked. Bud viz :

rank, quickly Intoxicating and pros-
trating tobacco (certain kinds of shag
and cavendish, for Instance,) must
always be injurious. Few can smok
them at all none, habitually, at
least with impunity. Bo, too, with
regard to quantity, even good tobac-
co smoked to exceaa will, tea certain-
ty, tie injurious to the smoker, sooner
or later, in some way or other. Of-
the various evil effects of execr.dve
smoking, more will be said presently.

Next as to the smokers. There are
people to whom any tobacco, however
smoked, Is simply poision, causing,
even in small does, vomiting, pallor,
and alarming prostration. Such peo-
ple never get seasoned to its effects,
even after repeated trials; and if they
are wise, they will forever let it alone.
They will display still further wisdom
by not presuming to make laws for
others who have not the idiosj nerasy.

No one can enjoy smok ing, r smoke
with Impunity, when out of health.
Tho phrase "out of health," though
It may sound vague, is definite
enough to frame a goneral rule. At the
sometime it is useful to know what,
if any, are the particular disorders
and conditions of health In which
tobacco does special harm. As far
as the writer's knowledge goes, these
have never been specified by medical
writers as clearly as is desirable.

To begin, a man with a bad appe-
tite wili, If lie smokes, most assured-
ly eat still less a noteworthy fact for
smokers or others recovering from
wasting illness or "off their feed"
from whatever cause. This effect of
tobacco, by the way, while an evil to
the sick mm who ennnot eat enough,
becomes a boon to the starved man
who cannot get enough to eat; an
ample Illustration of this was furnish-
ed among the French and German
soldiers in the recent war. Again,
bo man should smoke who has a
dirty tongue, a bad taste In his mouth,
or a weak or disordered digestion.
InnhvHiich. cos h cau not renah
ids tobacco. It should be a golden
rulo witli smokers tbat the pipe or
cigar whieli is not smoked with a
relish had better not be smoked at
all. I nd'gestion in every shape is
aggravated by smoking, but most
especially tbat form of-d- t ommouly
known as a tonic and accompanied
wun natuienee. jjiarrhea, as a rule
is made worse by nmoklnc

One of the commonest and earliest
effects of excessive or untimely smok
ing is to make the hand shake. This
gives the clue to another elass of per-
sons who ought not to smoke name-
ly, persons who have weak, unsteady
nerves, ana suncr from giddiness.,
confusion of sight, tremulous hands,
tendenoy to stammer, or any such
symptoms. And if toliaooo does harm
In mere functional weakness, still
less allowable Is It in actual orranie
disease of the system; as, for instance,
wnn-- mere exisw any negree or para-
lysis or other degeaerativ chance in
the hrsia or spinal cord. The im-
proper use of tobacco does, be von d
question, somehow interfere with doe
nutrition of nerve substance. An
illustration of this, familiar to ocu-
lists and medical men. is the ed

tobacco amourosis, a failure of vision
occiirlng iu excessive smokers from

of th retina. Another
class of persons who ought not to
smoke are those who have weak or
unsteady circulations, and eomnlaln
of such trouble as palpitation, cardiac
pain, intermittent pulse, habitually
cold hands and feet, or chronic
languor.

Lastly, there is reason for believing
mat me namtual use of tobacco is
likely to retard the due growth and
development or me hony. If so, no
one should become a smoker till he
is well past the period of nuhertv
Boys, moreover, have no excuse for
smoKing. for they are snared the hard
wear and tear of adult life.

Now, nfter eliminating those who
from idiosyncrasy cannot, and those
wno irom Doqiiy ailment or rrom
tender yeai-- should not smoke, there
will still always be a large residuum
01 nappy loins wno can smoke, en
Joy smoking, and are indeed the bet
tor ior it. 'inese are tney who use
tobacco without abusing It use it
nist is to say. in moderate ousntif v
i a due season, and honestly for the
sake of the comfort which it gives
them a comfort every bit as legiti
mate as mat whli-- drinkers-o- f tea
cefrec or wine extract in each oaae
from their favorite beyerag.
